over the head

$50. 
A posse ol citizens was formed 
and a search was made for the a s ­ 
sailant, but be made good his 
e s ­ 
ca pe. A liberal purse was taken up 
and offered as a reward for the cap­ 
ture of Archey . 
Both parties were employ ed at the 
paper mill, where the attack 
was 
unde, ii wa "stated today , and 
man was struck over the head 
some 
heavy object, either an 
die or a pair of knucks, which 
dered him unconscious. 
A severe wound was inflicted, but 
it is believed that lie will recover un­ 
it's- so me complication arises. 
Late 
in the night he was suffering from 
a shght 
hemorrhage, 
which 
was 
caused from the assault. 
The posses went north and west, 
as 
Archey was seen going up the 
race and toward tin* river, soon a l ­ 
ter tin* robbery , 
but after a long 
search they returned to Carthage. 
Sheriff Hunt 
and 
loeal 
officers 
were called after 9 o'clock, 
which 
was three hours after the assault, 
hut they went to tin* seene and re­ 
mained until midnight. They searched 
a house in which they thought A r­ 
chey migth seek shelter, hut he could 
not 
1m* located, and it is 
believ ed 
that he left 
the territory as so o n 
as he could do so after the robherv. 
Freeman had 
been 
in Carthage 
tor some time, and 
was a* y oung 
man, probably near 29 y ears of age. 
Archey was about 32 y ears old, and 
also had worked at the mill for sev­ 
eral weeks, having formerly lieen a 
resident of Anderson. Several weeks 
ago he lived in Carthage. 
it is said that Archey is married 
has a family living in Ander- 
and that he also is wanted in 
city on some kind of a charge.

Only 12 mines were 
operating today . 
“ Never before have we found sen­ 
timent of unorganized workers and

The shut down of the 34 non mi- 
ion mines has already caused a fifty 
per cent cut in production, Feeney 
declared. The remaining 12 mines are 
the largest producers of the 3,000,-

too brief after Susan’s arrival—just 
sixteen y ears to 1m* exact. 
“ When mother came to die,’’ Mrs. 
Tingley recounted, as if it were only 
y esterday , “ ‘Sis,’ she said. (She al­ 
way s called me Sis) ‘I have raised 
y ou to he a good girl and 1 know 
von will continue to he 
o ne.’

alway s helped me because she ha< 
confidence in me.” 
But this mother, like all old-fash­ 
ioned mothers, was strict.

served, that “ Aunt Susan” becomes 
very animated and her mind works 
faster than her tongue can repeat 
tl(c words that come to her. 
Her father, Thomas Casadv, and 
} mother, who was Rachel Craw’ford 
i before her marriage, lived on ad join­ 
ing pieces of land in Ohio. They were 
wedded and soon came to Rush coun­ 
ty . It was in the y ear LSI9 , three 
• y ears before Rush County was or­ 
ganized. 
They had a son, 
David, 
when they came here, who went to 
the Mexican war and never came 
back. Susan was the next child to 
come to the family . She was horn 
1 
mile west of the present court house 
across Hodge’s branch, on the land 
which her father and mother entered. 
When they took up their home here, 
there was just one cabin in this vi­ 
cinity and that 
was in 
a small 
clearing where what is now known 
as the “ lower grave y ard” is located 
It is at the fo*» t of Jackson street 
along Flat rock river. The cabin be­ 
longed to Judge Laugltlin, the fathei 
of Harmony Laughlin, who figured 
so prominently in the earlv history 
of Rush county . 
Dr. Horatio Gates Sexton and Rue 
Pugh, together with their families 
were the next immigrants to arrive 
from 
the East. They built “ round 
log” cabins on the site of the present 
court house. By “ round log" cabins 
she meant cabins built of logs which 
were not hewed. The floors were also 
of log-', hut one side was hewed to 
make 
them smooth and the rough 
side was turned down. 
Rue Pugh brought the first stock 
of goods to Rushville, hut he found 
Inisiness rather 
dull because few 
pioneers hereabouts had any money 
They literally lived off the land and 
bad no source of income. The men 
hunted animals and traded the skins 
to Storekeeper Pugh for merchan­ 
dise and lie in turn took the skins to 
Cincinnati and sold them.

oat as soon as the land was clear­ 
ed,’' said “Aunt Susan”, recounting 
tlie early struggles of her parents 
as they 
were repeated to 
her by 
her mother in later years, “and the 
peach trees grew and bore fruit in 
four years. But my father never 
lived to see the apple trees bear. 
“He-died of malaria fever. Every­ 
body had the ague each fall. They 
would shake until the 
bed 
rocked 
and then when Ithe fever puss sed oil, 
they would have a Mambin lteada<-h.’ 
“We always had plenty of berries 
and nuts to live on,” she continued, 
“and then there were a few smtkf 
and wild cats and porcupines 
no Indians as far as I cau remem­ 
ber.” 
^ 
Mrs. 
Tingley’s 
father had four 
brothers, and they all located in the 
same vicinity on small 
tracts 
of 
land. Each found a location with a 
spiirrg, which supplied 
them 
with 
water and served 
as a cellar for 
keeping food. 
Mrs. Tingley was four and one- 
half years old when Swanson was 
hung. She was not .old enough for 
the incident to be impressed indelibly 
on her memory, but she recalls well 
coming to Rttshville with her mother 
in a big wagon, and she and her two 
brothers were left about a block from 
the scene of the hanging and told to 
remain in the wagon and play. 'She 
recalls seeing a man brought out ol 
the jail with a black mask over his 
head and she was told afterwards 
that 
Swanson 
was hauled to the 
scaffold with his hand on his coffin 
and singing “There’'' a Land of Pure 
Delight”. 
When 
“Aunt Susan” 
grew old 
enough to attend school, she went to 
tho district school the first year and 
then her mother, who was ambitious 
for her daughter, arranged for her 
to attend scln»ol at the Presbyterian 
church in Rushville, which w as a c a b ­ 
in of logs. In those days school con­ 
sisted o f one term of three months 
each year. She also attended school 
later at the Methodist church. 
“I some times rode to school horse 
back, 
always 
with a sidesaddle,” 
Mr-. Tingley said, “but most of the 
time 1 used Shank’s horses.” 
One day when Susan Casadv was 
fifteen years old, a young man came 
to the neighborhood from Ohio witli 
his parents and settled on a farm 
adjoining Casndy’s. His name was 
Benjamin 
Franklin 
Tingley. Then 
liegan a courtship that lasted until 
Mie 
was 
twentv-one 
and he was 
twenty-three. Then they were wedded 
and lived happily together for fifty- 
six years. All of that time they spent 
in Rushville with 
the exception of 
live years they Jived at LaFontaine 
ami Wabash. 
“We never quarreled”, said “Aunt 
Susan”. “When there was a dispute 
between us, 
we 
always talked it 
over and he always let me have my 
own way. If folks today would do 
that way and not be too hasty, there 
wouldn’t be so many divorces. 
Mr. Tingley served two terms a- 
county clerk, served in the -tatc leg­ 
islature in 1873, was superintendent 
of the cemetery, treasurer of the 
Masonic lodge 
and was a public- 
spirited citizen. He met with busi­ 
ness reverses and 
left 
bis widow 
practically penniless, dying in 1902. 
“But I 
have 
never suffered for 
anything,” commented Mrs. 
T i n g l e y . 
“I have always felt that ilu* Lord 
would take care of me, and he has. 
She and Mary Furder, a woman of 
seventy years, live alone and man­ 
age to get along happily together. 
“Aunt Susan” carries in a 
bucket 
of water 
every morning from the 
hydrant, makes herself a cup of cof­ 
fee and prepares her own breakfast. 
Y is, she still drinks eoffei —even 
at ninty-eight. In nice weather, ''lie 
strolls about the yard, but never ven­ 
tures out on the sidewalk, unh 
some kind friend comes in an auto­ 
mobile and takes lier to their home 
for the day. 
“But I always ask them to brin£ 
me back at night,” she -aid, “because 
I want to roo>t at Jiomc.” 
Mrs. Tingley’s eyes arc little dim­ 
ed though she is near the century 
mark. But the agility of her menta 
facilities are the wonder of all who 
talk to her. 
She recalls so readily the custom 
of her youth, when the soeiul fuio t- 
ions consisted of “wood chopping: 
and “quilting”. 
“The women had the ‘quilt ma 
to get the men there,” she -aid, “an< 
then they cut down trees, piled them 
high and burned them to clear the 
ground for growing 
crops. 
In the 
evening the married folks went home 
and we voting people enjhyed onr 
selves. We want them to go. But now 
it’s different. The married folks al 
ways stay and are the leaders.** 
In those days there were no nickel: 
and dimes. The -mall pieces of mon­ 
ey be.-ide- a large copper penny* were 
!a lifney bit, 61 cents in silver, and 


eleven pence, 1 2 ’ cents in -ilver. Tn 
those days, too, the country folks 
sold butter for six cents <a pound 
and eggs for five and six cents a 
dozen. When the children wanted to 
go to the animal show— one came 
along occasionally, they would carry 
a chicken to town and sell it for 
eleven }>enee, which paid their way. 
Mrs. Tingley recalls well the first 
animal show that ever came to Rush­ 
ville. She* was so small that she had 
to be held up by her mother to see 
the elephant and watch the monkies 
ride on the ponies. Then there were 
no circus seats. The audience stood. 
“Aunt 
Susan” 
learned to write 
with a. goose quill and used a large 
piece of lead with a string tied to it 
lm! J for n pencil. The mail was carried on 
horseback and the person who re­ 
ceiver it 
paid 
the 
postage, Mrs. 
Tingley 
recallv paving 
25 
cents 
postage on letters from Iowa. 
When the f a r m e r s here began to 
grow wheat, they enjoyed their first 
wheat bread and their first coffee, 
wtiich was made of browned wheat. 
Whenever a fanner had a surplus of 
wheat, he would haul it to Cincin­ 
nati in a wagon and trade it for ljec- 


essities, three days being required 
fqr the trip each way. 
In Mrs. Tingley’s youth, election 
day was an occasion for drinking 
and carousals. 
“If any one bore a grudge against 
another,” she said, 
“they 
always 
met on election day and had a fight. 
Each had friends and it would usu­ 
ally lead to «a general fight ” 
They voted in the court house for 
whom they pleased. There were no 


nominating conventions and the high 
man won. 
Mrs. Tingley has a chair over 160 
years old— the chair in which she sat 
when the picture which appears with 
this article, was taken. It belonged to 
her mother-in-law. 1 he chair is an 
arm rocker with a “split” "bottom, 
and has 
never 
been ^»repaired 
or 
varnished. 
Although trail in con­ 
struction, it appears that it might 
last another century.
